Tlio crowd on the .streets Ivi^an to 
turn toward the convention liall .shortly 
after 10 o'clock, and an hour later there 
was a stru},'^ling mob about the big ex> 
position building? trjinj^ to tjet in. The 
Weatlier clearetl as the hour approached 
for the opening of the convention. The 
snn broke throxlgh the clouds and lit up 
the foaming cascades of the river, and 
threw pleasant uleanis of amber light 
ath\v;irt the prevailiii^c brown tints of 
the convention hall. It was Iticky for 
all iduc^med that the weather was fair, 
for in the hivie of th(» openin;? prepara- 
tions outward si^ns in dire<tiiiK the 
press and others as to iiuin}ierles.s en- 
ti ance doors that bad been selected for 
then admiMloo irara ntirdy 

lookecL 

The delegates were slow in arriving. 
At 1 1 -J:^) there were less than 500 people 
in the building or not more than OIM' 
twentieth of tlie ticket-holders. 

The first burst of cheering arose when 
Oovenior McKinley, of Ohio, was recog 
niied UK^vini «lo\vn the main aisle at 
11:45. Immediately afterward, New 
York's big four, Piatt. Hiscock, Miner 
and Depi-w. closely foUjwed by the en- 
tire deli neation in a bo<ly, marched down 
till' I ''liter and were warmly applauded. 
Tliey teiik their allotul seata unmedi' 
ately ill front of the chirir.

order qnickly and 
there was not a 
delegate standing 
when Mr. Clark- 
son annonnced 
t. s. ci-kaKaoH. that the session 
would be oiiened \vith prasrer hy Ee^, 
Dr. Bnihh, i hancellor of the University 
of South Dakota. A moment after the 
whule convention stood as Dr. Brosh, a 
ven> rHlile-Kx'kiii- man, with sparsely 
eove,n'd lieiui and long white bewrd, be- 
gan to deliver tlie invocation. His 
prayer wa.s as follows; 

Oh, Tbou, who do presidest over the 
duHtiuies of nations we invoke 'I'hy Kracioua 
prefl^ce as we now approach Thee in 
prayer. Thou art the source of all our 
UCMllgS. Tbou art Infinite and we are 
finite: and in view of the disparity iH-twet-n 
Thee and oni-selves we are t'liilioldfii tojip- 
uroarh the tliroiie of urace and a-'.-k for tho 
blessiTiKS that we need.

Oh, CJo»l, Krant that this Ixxly 
may he hiyal to tlie prim iples of 'I'hv 
word, loviil to nationality. -May all 
partisiini*iiiu he held in alievaiue in tho 
presence oc the greater good. Oh, Lord, 
may there be a disposition to surrender 
local prejudices and prefetvnces, to Iw 
united In one grand principle and ixiliey to 
Kubsen-e the greatest good of this great 
nation Thou hast been with this nation 
in all its p»iNt ; lare for it, in the snnessive 
processes of t'volu! i'<n oh, (iml, ihou Im^t 
been with it in dark and trying period. 
Thou hast preserved the uatlon amid 
perils, and we thank Thee that Then bast 
thus preserved it as tba MmbUoan nation 
of all the UHtiuns of tUa fiwa Now, we 
ask Thee, oh. Lord, as we pause on the 
thre.'.'hiiUl of this republican occasion, we 
ask Thee to voiK'lEiafe jmice to every In- 
dividual, aixi may the greatest hannouy be 
evolved from seeming autagouisni and dis-

Fnt«sett wiis applauded loudly, but al- 
most immediately there went np cries of 
'•Reed, Beeil I" nnd iminediately the 
convention was on its feet, shouting and 
waving hats. Mr. Fasseit held up the 
giivel in his right hauil for a momen- 
tary silence. "The Hon. Thomas B. 
Reed is always in order," he said. 
Every eye in the hall was on the big 
man frem Maine as he sat in his gallerv 
chair, his face crimsoning and shook 
hi< h(>ad in responce to the omtinaed 
I allin;;. But tde convention 'VTOold not 
he satisfied without him. 

Die applause continue<l until Mr. 
Keed, rising, his straw liad in his hand, 
picked his way to the aisle aud walked 
downi to the cliHiriiian's pl.itform. It 
was with a gratitied smile tl»at he ttnik 
the hand of Mr. Faj&sett. Then he 
stepped to the front of t)ie platform and 
stoiul for a moment looking about the 
hall. There were cries of "(^omm V* 
from the delegates.

A DARK HORSii BOOM. 

toiue PevI* Think That KeKller molne 

Nor GrarrUuti Will He Nomiiiati il. 

MiXNEATOLIS. .luiieW.— Yesterday was 
a dav for the revival nf the tJiiid 
.i..t'.aaate boom — not the Alger boom, 
bnt the dark horse boom. While there 
were various names mentioned in con- 
nev^tion therewith, that most frequently 
heard waa Senator Allison, of Iowa. It 
was advocated from the far east, where 
its inten^ts seemed to he confided to the 
charge of United States Senator A. J. 
Higgins, of Ddaware; from the wert 
and northwest, where Editor Qeorge 
Thonaon, of the St. Paul Diqiaitch, one 
•f 11m Minneapolis delegatea, waa the 
chief hnglanuw. Senator Higgins for 
sewnl waaka bafore the uonveunon wa« 
of the cnrfnion that hia diillngnidMd ool- 
leagoenom the Httwkajra alMtwoald 
be themoetavailaMf BBMl xngm which 
to consolidate all d M areneca. 

E«lit<ir Thompson sptike qtiite enthtnd- 
osticjiily for the prospect yesterday even- 
ing ana said than an eztiniaive business 
was being done hy Senator SBggins and 
several canuuton on misiionanr lines. 
He waa of the opinion that tlM ndlea- 
tioos seemed to paat to tiwnoalnation 
of a third n^, a findt yMAi &• antici- 
pated with apparent pleaanre. "Both 
sides," he said, "are willing, from what 
I here, to accept a compromise candi- 
date, oileia havug been made aa, report 
ed to aMM looldai to tte oalaction of 
one." 

Another e<litor, Frank Hatton of the 
Washington Post, who was postmaster 
general in Arthur's cabinet, and who 
was eipially well , known for his opiKwi- 
tion to President Harrison anil Mr. 
Blaine, is the engineer of anothjer dark 
horse movement. Mr. Hatton seems to 
be willing to take anvlxKly which will 
tend to knock (Uit both the nrincipal 
candidates. Ho came here talking for 
Sherman, but is ({uoted as having trans- 
ferred his affection to Minister Lincoln, 
of Illinois. "Whatever Lincoln has at- 
tempted, he lias done well," he said. ••It 
is no easy matter to carry the Lincoln 
name, hut Bob Lincoln has done this, 
whi( h i.>4 more than any of the other sons 
of lu'i iM-K have done with the great war- 
estalilislied reputations. I understand, 
he said, that there is quite a sentiment 
in his favor in Ma.s.'^acnnsetts and he is 
trt he coimt(ul among the iMissibilities. 
He is a clean m.in, an able man, and 
every Republican in tlie cofljitry would 
vote forhim." 

An Iowa deleg;>te was asked if there 
wius any supjiort i"r the Allison biH>m in 
his delegation. He said ho knew of no 
such iKKim. He was as near to S«'nator 
Allison as aiiv one outside of the state. 

K.x-Si'iiator Siioonef, of Wisconsin, 
saiil that it would never do to tiike a 
candidate from ,1 jirohibition st.!ite im- 
less tlie party w;us able and willing to 
get along witln'iit the votes of tli"s«' 
States in whii h there was a liy'gc foreign 
and liharal ele ment.

Thin is that tlie convention 
has witliout anv one. exccjit the U-aderij, 
knowiii;; the full sigiiitii:juice of it* ac- 
tion, bound itself by (Tist iron rules to 
dispose of all of the cont<'Ste.d (lisf* be- 
foBe fiikhig up the platform, and pledsjed 
itsi'lf to a<lopt a platform liefore it per- 
mitteil the tirsl numiimtion to lie made. 

How lon^ these matters may drfi^ 
the convention is a problem wbi»;h opens 
a wide tii'M fi ir s])e,nliition. Tlie con - 
tcKte'l ca.si-s alone are so hitterly fought 
tli;it the coiiunittee on credentials nray 
well ( laim, if so (hbqiosj'd. a day or more 
for their c. iTi.sideration.

■aar and Schooner Coinu Together 
ill the Kr.jfliah Channel. 

London. June h. — The Ni»i'Wf;;ian 
schooner Jane Auue cullidvd in the 
channel during the fog Tuesday with 
the steamer Albert Edward from 
Boulogne. The schooner stove a hole 
eight by three feet in the steamship 
above her water line. There were fiOO 
passengers on board the Albert Edward, 
and before the schooner backed away, 
th^ all were on deck and in the wildest 
state of fright. Men and women ruflhe<l 
for the boats and made frantic attempts 
to lower them. Children were trampled 
in the rush and fifteen or twenty women 
fainted. 

The captain and the first iin l ct-ond 
mates of the crews hurried tL;-.<aga the 
crowd assuring all that the ship was 
not in danger. When partial order had 
been restored, an examination of the 
hole in the ship's side showed that her, 
air-tight system would keep h»^r from 
immolate danger, and slie jin n eeded to 
Folkstone, where she arrived one hour 
behind her regular time. Several 
women were so ill from fright that they 
were carried ashore, uud are now under 
medical treatment. Several children 
who were thrown down in the rush re- 
ceived severe injuries. 

The captain says that the sailors saved 
the lives of two women and a man who 
got on life preservers as soon as they felt 
the shock and then btarted for the rail to 
jump overboard. Had it not been for 
the crew's presence of ndadt the captain 
aays, the collision would MTt resulted 
in several deaths. 

Th6 Jane Anne lost her jibboom in 
the collision, but otherwise suffered little 
damage and continued on her course.
